&  Sunbury  Counties  in  Nova-Scotia,  who  are  Sufferers  by  their 
attachment  to  the  American  Cause,  &  to  devise  &  put  in  execu- 
tion, at  Continental  expence,  such  measures  as  we  shall  think 
practicable  &  prudent  for  their  relief,"  under  certain  restrictions 
therein  mentioned.  And  as  Sundry  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said 
Counties,  &  others,  Inhabitants  of  the  Eastern  parts  of  this  State, 
have  petitioned  this  Court  for  relief  &  protection  from  the  usurpa- 
tion &  tyranny  of  Britain.

Resolved,  That  there  be  one  Regiment  raised,  as  soon  as  possible, 
in  the  Counties  of  Lincoln  &  Cumberland,  within  this  State,  to 
consist  of  728  men,  officers  included,  to  be  formed  into  eight 
( 'ompanies,  to  be  upon  continental  Pay,  &  to  be  raised  by  enlist- 
iiu-nt,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  Six  Months. 

That  there  l)e  a  sufficient  Naval  force  provided,  to  Convoy  all 
the  necessary  Stores  to  said  River,  or  such  other  place  as  may  be

Whereas  the  several  Detatchments  of  the  INIilitia  of  this  State 
hereafter  mentioned  have  marched  out  of  this  State  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  fortress  at  Ticonderoga  and  for  the  defence  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island;  And  no  Establishment  has  been  made  for 
giving  them  a  Reward  in  addition  to  the  Wages  &  Rations  they 
have  or  may  receive  from  the  united  States  —  It  is  therefore 

Resolved  that  there  be  allowed  &  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of 
this  State  a  Bounty  of  twenty  shillings,  for  each  calender  month 
they  continued  in  service,  to  each  non-commissioned  Officer  & 
Private  Soldier  who  inarched  from  the  Counties  of  Hampshire  & 
Berkshire  by  an  order  of  Council  of  February  0,  1777,  from  the 
County  of  iierkshire  on  a  recjuest  from  General  Gates  of  April, 
1777,  and  from  the  County  of  Hampshire  by  order  of  Council  of 
May,  1777,  for  the  defence  of  Ticonderoga  — And  also  to  each  such 
officer  &  i)rivate  who  marched  for  the  defence  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  by  an  Order  of  Council  of  April,  1777,  said  pay  to 
commence  from  the  Time  they  marched  respectively.

And  as  it  appears  that  the  Selectmen 
of  Some  Towns  from  whence  said  Detatchments  marched  have 
already  paid  said  Mileage,  it  is  therefore  requested  of  the  Select- 
men of  the  several  Towns  from  whence  any  part  of  either  of  said 
Detatchments  marched  to  pay  to  the  Men  who  marched  from 
their  respective  Towns  the  said  Two  pence  a  mile  each,  and  lay 
their  Accounts  properly  vouched  before  this  Court  for  allowance 
and  payment.

The  Committee  of  both  Houses  appointed  to  revise  the  Com- 
mission given  to  the  Board  of  War  the  last  Year,  have  attended 
that  Service,  &  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  as  a  Commission 
for  the  Board  of  War  that  may  be  chosen  for  the  present  Year, 
which  is  Submitted 

Thomas  Cushing  ^  order 

Whereas  the  present  exigencies  of  our  affairs,  and  the  war  we 
are  by  the  injurious,  and  cruel  conduct  of  Britain  forced  into  for 
the  defence  of  every  thing  dear  to  us,  make  it  necessary  that  we 
shou'd  adopt  the  best  measures  for  conducting  the  war  with  the 
greatest  secrecy,  dispatch  and  economy  — 

It  is  therefore 

Resolved  that  nine  persons  be  appointed  by  joint  ballot  of  both 
Houses  of  Assembly,  as  a  Committee  under  the  Title  of  a  Board 
of  War;  who  shall  keep  in  Boston,  or  such  other  place,  or  places, 
as  the  General  Court  may  order,  or  the  said  Board  shall  find 
necessary,  a  public  office  for  the  purposes  hereafter  mentioned; 
and  continue  as  a  Committee  for  those  purposes  untill  the  Twen- 
tieth Day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  and  Seventy  Eight,  and  untill  others  shall  be  appointed 
in  their  place  and  stead;  (subject  nevertheless,  to  a  discharge  at 
any  time,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State):  Whose  business 
it  shall  be,  and  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  procure  or  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  procured  or  pur- 
chased, Provisions,  Cannon,  Arms,  Amunition,  Cloathing  and  all 
other  Articles  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  war  by  Sea  and  Land ; 
for  which  purpose,  they  may  take  up,  or  purchase,  load,  and  fit 
out  with  suitable  cargoes,  such  vessels  as  shall  appear  to  them 
proper  for  importing  such  articles,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary 
to  be  imported  into  this  State,  or  from  one  part  to  another 
thereof  —  And  [all  A]rticles^  of  every  kind  which  they  shall  procure 
or  purchase  as  [afo]resaid,'  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  lodge  or 
store  in  such  places  [as]  ^  they  shall  judge  most  safe,  and  convenient, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  apply  such  part  thereof  to  the  pur- 
poses within  their  commission,  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the 
execution  of  their  office  —  And  the  said  Board  of  War  are  hereby 
further  empowered  and  required  to  repair,  victual,  man,  arm,  fit 
out,  and  completely  equip  for  Sea,  all  armed  vessels,  or  vessels  of 
war,  owned  or  emj)loved  by  tliis  State;  and  the  said  Board  may 
also  from  time  to  time  command  order  and  direct  all  the  opera- 
tions and  cruises  of  such  vessels,  subject  however  to  the  controle 
of  the  (leneral  Assembly,  or  in  the  recess  thereof,  to  the  Council, 
or  the  supreme  Executive  Authority  of  this  State,  for  the  time 
Ix'iiig,  &  also  receive  this  States  proportion  of  all  the  j)rizes  that 
may  be  taken  &  sent  into  j)ort  by  any  Armed  Vcss(>ll  or  Vessells 
of  Warr  of  this  State,  ])rosecute  the  Tryal  to  ('ondeiimation  thereof 
&  dispose  of  the  same  as  the  Gen'  Court  shall  hereafter  direct, 
excepting  such  Articles  as  may  be  in  a  perishing  Condition  or  may 
be  wanted  for  the  use  of  this  State,  the  Amount  of  which  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State,  taking  two 
Receipts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  same.  One  of  which  they  are 
to  Lodge  in  the  Seeretarys  Office;  &  they  are  also  Impowered  to 
Substitute  attorneys  at  Law  to  appear  in  behalf  of  this  State  at 
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the  aforesaid  Tryal  and  Condemnation;  Provided  Allways  That  the 
said  Board  of  War  shall  not  expend  any  other  or  greater  sums 
of  money  in  the  execution  of  their  office,  than  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  any  sum  of  money  so  granted  shall  be  appropriated  to  any 
special  purpose  the  same  shall  not  be  otherwise  expended  —  And 
the  said  Board  of  War  shall  answer  and  obey  all  drafts  or  orders 
for  articles  in  their  possession,  which  shall  be  made  by  the  Coun- 
cil, or  the  Supreme  Executive  Authority  of  this  State,  for  the  time 
being,  in  pursuance  of,  and  to  enable  them  effectually  to  carry 
into  execution,  the  powers,  rights  and  authorities  which  they  now 
have  vested  in  them,  or  which  may  at  any  time  be  given  to  them 
for  the  greater  Safety  of  the  Commonwealth. 

And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  the  Commissary  of  this  State  shall  make  such 
returns  to  [said]  ^  Board  of  War,  without  delay  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  require — And  said  Board  of  War  shall  keep  in  Books 
for  that  purpose  provided,  fair  entries  of  all  orders  issued  by,  and 
returns  made  to  them;  and  also  of  all  their  proceedings;  and  of  all 
the  Military  and  Warlike  Stores  and  provisions  the  property  of 
this  State  which  shall  come  to  their  hands  or  be  under  their  care 
or  direction;  together  with  the  places  where  the  same  shall  be 
deposited;  and  shall  make  return  thereof  unto  the  General  Assem- 
bly, Council  or  Supreme  Executive  Authority  of  this  State,  for  the 
time  being,  when  thereunto  required  —  And  the  said  Board  of  War, 
shall  produce  their  Books  and  render  an  account  of  their  doings  in 
said  Office  to  the  General  Assembly,  when,  and  so  often  as,  they 
shall  be  called  upon  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  stand  accountable

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Whereas  it  appears  by  returnes  made  into  the  Secretary's 
office  that  the  Proportion  of  the  Continental  army  directed  to  be 
raised  in  this  State  is  far  short  of  being  compleat.  .\nd  as  the 
military  officers,  Select  men  &  Committees  in  many  Towns  and 
Plantations  have  by  their  generous  exertions,  raised  tlieir  full 
proportion,  while  others  have  neglected  their  duty  in  this  Regard, 
notwitlistiinding  tlie  repeated  resolutions  and  pressing  demands  of 
the  General  Court;  And  as  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  do  equal 
justice  through  the  State  in  the  present  situation  of  affairs,  to 
compel  those  military  officers,  Select  men  and  Committees  in 
Towns  and  Phuitations  tliat  have  been  and  now  are  delintiuent  in 
that  respect,  immediately  to  furnish  their  respective  quotas  of 
men,  and  also  that  a  return  tluTeof  may  be  made  to  tlie  Secre- 
tarys  office,  exj)ressing  the  Names  of  the  men  &  the  Towns  and 
Plantations  for  which  they  are  inlisted  or  drafted,  and  that  the 
men  may  be  marched  into  tlie  Field  without  further  loss  of  Time, 

It  is  therefore 

Resolved  that  the  lirigadier  or  the  Commanders  of  the  Brigade 
in  each  County  of  this  State,  shall  immediately,  on  receipt  hereof, 
issue  his  orders  to  the  Colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  each 
llegiment  in  his  Brigade,  or  where  no  such  officer  is,  to  the  Select 
men  &  Committee  of  Safety,  that  they  cause  the  several  Com- 
panies in  each  (lclin(iuent  Town  or  Plantation  within  tiieir  re- 
spective Regiments  to  be  called  together,  and  a  number  of  men 
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Including  such  as  have  already  inlisted,  or  have  been  drafted 
to  Serve  as  Soldiers  in  the  Continental  Service  till  the  Tenth  day 
of  January  next,  equal  to  one  seventh  part  of  such  Town  or 
Plantations  male  Inhabitants  on  the  first  day  of  January  last 
from  sixteen  years  old  and  upwards,  at  Home  or  abroad,  except 
Prisoners  of  War  taken  from  the  Enemy  &  the  People  called 
Quakers,  to  be  forthwith  inlisted  for  the  said  Service  for  the 
Term  of  three  years  or  during  the  War,  or  drafted  to  serve 
therein  for  the  Space  of  eight  months  from  the  day  such  draft  is 
made,  and  they  shall  sosenably  from  Time  to  time  renew  their 
drafts  for  eight  months  to  relieve  so  many  as  they  shall  respec- 
tively be  deficient  in,  by  Inlistment  for  three  years  or  during  the 
war,  and  cause  the  men  so  Inlisted  or  drafted  to  be  mustered 
by  the  County  muster  master.  The  drafts  to  be  made  from  the 
Trained  band  and  alarm  list  &  all  others  Indiscriminately  of  their 
respective  Companies. 

And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  if  any  Man  shall  be  drafted  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall  not  pass  muster  or  be  of  sufficient  ability  of  Body  to  serve 
in  Person,  he  shall  nevertheless  be  obliged  to  hire  some  able 
bodied  effective  Man  to  serve  in  his  Stead,  or  pay  the  Fine,  if  of 
ability  to  pay  it  for  not  Serving  within  Twenty  four  Hours,  and 
in  default  thereof  the  Persons  drafting  him  shall  and  may  Issue 
a  Warrant  of  distress  directed  to  the  proper  officer  to  levy  and 
collect  the  same  by  distress  and  Sale  of  the  delinquents  Goods 
and  chattels,  and  the  officer  to  whom  the  Warrant  of  distress 
shall  be  directed,  is  to  be  governed  in  the  execution  thereof  by 
the  Rules  prescribed  for  collecting  public  Taxes:  and  any  able 
bodied  effective  man  who  may  be  drafted  as  aforesaid,  and  duly 
notified  thereof  who  shall  not  within  Twenty  four  Hours  [after 
procure  some  able  bodied  effective  man  in  his  room,  to  the  accept- 
ance of  those  who  drafted  him,  or  within  Twenty  four  Hours] 
pay  them  a  fine  of  Fifteen  Pounds,  shall  be  considered  as  a  Soldier 
in  the  continental  army  for  the  Term  of  eight  months  then  next 
following  to  every  intent  and  purpose,  and  shall  forthwith  be 
marched  to  join  such  Regiment  Raised  in  this  State  serving  to 
the  Southward  or  Westward,  as  the  General  or  Commanding 
officer  of  the  Continental  Troops  within  this  State  shall  direct, 
and  in  Towns  and  plantations  where  a  Company  shall  be  destitute 
of  a  Captain  or  Subaltern  to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  by 
these  resolutions,  the  Selectmen  &  Committees,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  or  where  there  is  but  one  of  those  orders  such  of  them 
as  may  be  there  subsisting  shall  have  all  the  power  and  author- 
ity given  by  these  Resolutions  to  the  Commission  officers  of  any 
Company. 

And  the  muster  masters  already  appointed  by  this  Court  to 
muster  Continental  Soldiers  are  hereby  authorised  and  Ira- 
powred  to  muster  the  same,  if  they  are  able  bodied  effective 
men;  and  also  to  pay  the  bounty  granted  by  this  State,  to  such  as 
shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Persons  drafting.  Specifying 
that  such  Person  since  being  drafted  has  inlisted  into  the  Service 
of  the  united  american  States  for  the  Term  of  three  years  or 
during  the  Warr. 

And  in  case  by  the  paiment  of  fines  and  forfeitures  as  aforesaid 
throughout  the  individuals  of  any  company,  a  deficiency  as  to  the 
said  seventh  part  shall  remain.  The  Commission  officers  thereof 
shall  draft  over  again  &  again  till  the  same  shall  be  Compleated, 
by  hireing  with  fines  paid  or  by  drafting  as  aforesaid,  and  all  male 
Persons  upwards  of  sixteen  years  of  age,  that  have  been  Resident 
in  any  Town  or  Plantation  for  the  Space  of  three  months  next 
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preceeding  the  passing  these  resolutions  shall  be  considered  as 
Inhabitants  thereof  and  be  subjected  to  be  drafted  accordingly, 
except  Prisoners,  such  persons  as  have  been  driven  by  fear  of  the 
Enemy  from  any  other  State  and  such  as  Stand  accused  by  any 
Town' as  Inimical  &  dangerous  to  the  united  States  in  pursuance 
of  a  Law  of  this  State,  and  the  People  called  Quakers,  and  any 
drafted  Soldier  for  eight  months  as  aforesaid,  who  is  unprovided 
with  a  fire  arm  and  other  military  accutriments  prescribed  by  the 
militia  Law,  and  who  is  not  of  ability  to  procure  them,  shall  be 
forthwith  Supplied  therewith  by  the  Select  men  of  the  Town  or 
the  Committee  of  the  Plantation  to  which  such  Soldier  shall 
belong,  at  the  expence  of  the  Town  or  plantation,  and  the  said 
Select  men  &  Committee  are  hereby  respectively  impowred,  in 
case  they  cannot  procure  them  otherwise,  to  procure  them  by 
impressment,  paying  therefor  such  Sums  as  indifferent  persons 
shall  appraise  them  at,  such  prices  to  be  deducted  from  the  Wages 
of  such  Soldier  as  soon  as  it  becomes  due,  and  shall  also  at  the 
Town  or  plantation  expence  forthwith  advance  them  provisions 
sufficient  to  march  them  to  the  place  of  Rendezvous,  or  pay  them 
two  pence  a  mile  to  procure  it. 

And  in  order  that  justice  should  take  place  in  the  several  parts 
of  any  Town  or  Plantation  now  remaining  deficient:  It  is 

Resolved  that  in  all  drafts  that  shall  be  made  in  any  Town  or 
Plantation  in  consequence  of  this  resolve  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleating  the  quota  or  proportion  of  the  continental  army,  due 
regard  shall  be  had  to  the  numbers  in  any  particular  Company 
and  the  Numbers  they  have  furnished,  and  no  more  shall  be 
drafted  from  any  military  Company  than  their  proper  proportion 
of  said  Town  or  Plantation's  Quota. 

And  Whereas  the  Select  men  of  some  Towns  and  the  Commit- 
tees of  some  Plantations  have  neglected  to  make  returnes  of  their 
Numbers  upon  Oath  into  the  Secretarys  office,  which  has  render'd 
it  difficult  to  ascertain  such  Town  &  Plantations  proportion  of 
the  Continental  army:    It  is  therefore 

Resolved  that  the  several  commanding  Officers  of  each  Regiment 
be  and  hereby  are  Impowred  &  directed  to  call  upon  such  delin- 
quent Select  men  &  Committees  for  a  rcturne  of  the  Number  of 
their  male  Inhabitants  from  Sixteen  years  old  and  upwards  on 
the  first  day  of  January  last;  at  Home  or  abroad  and  the  Select 
men  or  Comittees  who  may  be  so  called  upon,  refusing  or  ne- 
glecting for  the  Space  of  Three  Days  next  after  such  demand  to 
deliver  such  rcturne  on  Oath,  to  be  taken  before  some  Justice  of 
the  Pence  of  the  County  where  they  live  or  the  Town  Clerk  of 
their  Town,  if  there  be  no  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  Same,  who 
is  herel»y  impowred  to  administer  such  Oath,  shall  Individually 
forfeit  and  pay  Twenty  Pounds,  one  ((uarter  part  thereof  to  the 
use  of  such  officer,  and  the  other  three  quarters  for  the  use  of 
the  Town  or  Plantation  to  which  they  belong  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  vSoldiers  for  the  Continental  armey,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  such  Commanding  officer,  by  action  of  Debt  in  any 
Court  proper  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  with  full  Costs  of 
prosecution. 

And  to  the  end  the  Several  Col"'  or  Commanding  officers  of 
each  Regiment  may  be  informed  What  Towns  or  Plantations  have 
l)een  delinciuent  in  this  Respect,  and  also  how  numy  men  each 
Town  &  Plantations  Quota  ought  to  Consist  of.  The  Secretary  of 
this  State  is  hereby  directed  to  Certify  to  the  commanding  officer 
of  each  Hrigade  the  Name  of  the  Town  &  Plantation  in  their 
respective  lirigades,  whereof  no  such  retur[n]  is  made  into  his 
office,  and  likewise  the  Names  of  the  Towns  &  Plantations  whereof 
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returne  has  been  made  upon  Oath,  and  the  Number  such  Towns  & 
Plantations  have  made  returne  of. 

And  the  commanding  officer  of  each  Regiment  or  where  no  such 
officer  is  the  Select  men  &  Committees  shall  without  delay  make 
returne  to  the  Brigadier,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Brigade, 
expressing  the  Names  of  the  men  and  the  Town  or  Plantation 
from  whence  they  are  Inlisted  or  drafted,  and  the  Brigadier  or 
Commanding  officer  of  the  Brigade,  shall  also  immediately  make 
returne  by  express  or  otherways  to  the  Secretaries  office. 

And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  every  Brigadier,  or  the  Commanding  officer  of  a 
Brigade  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  and  discharge  the 
duties  in  these  Resolutions  prescribed  him,  shall  be  forthwith  dis- 
missed from  that  high  &  important  office. 

And  every  commanding  officer  of  a  Regiment  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  him  by  these  resolutions 
shall  be  reported  by  his  Superior  officer  to  the  General  Court. 

and  all  other  Commission  officers,  neglecting  or  disobeying  the 
Commands  of  their  Superior  officers  in  putting  these  resolutions 
into  Execution  for  furnishing  the  Quota  of  any  Town  plantation 
or  Company's  proportion  of  the  Continental  army,  for  each  man 
so  deficient  in  the  Company  to  which  they  belong  on  the  Tenth 
Day  of  Septem'  next  shall  severally  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Six  Pounds 
and  Four  Pounds  monthly,  for  every  month  after  that  time  such 
deficiency  of  each  man  shall  remain. 

And  the  Select  Men  and  Committees  neglecting  or  refusing  the 
duties  required  of  them,  by  these  Resolutions  shall  Individually 
be  liable  to  the  same  Fines  and  forfeitures  as  the  Commission 
officers  last  mentioned.  The  said  Fines  and  Forfeitures  shall  be 
three  Quarter  parts  to  the  use  of  the  Town  or  plantation  where 
they  may  be  Incurred  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  Soldiers,  &  the 
other  quarter  to  the  person  prosecuting,  and  may  and  shall  be 
sued  for  by  the  Town  Treasurers,  respectively,  where  any  such 
officer  is  chosen,  and  where  there  is  no  Town  Treasurer,  the  said 
Fines  &  forfeitures  may  be  Sued  for  &  Recovered  in  any  Court 
proper  to  hear  &  determine  the  same  By  the  Col°  or  Commanding 
officer  of  the  Regiment  where  such  Forfeitures  may  be  incurred 
with  full  Costs  of  prosecution. 

And  every  Town  Treasurer,  or  Colonel,  or  other  comanding 
officer  of  a  Regiment  that  shall  neglect  to  prosecute  for  the  s*^ 
Fines  &  forfeitures,  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  one  Hundred  Pounds 
to  the  use  of  this  State  to  be  recovered  by  the  Treasurer  or  Re- 
ceiver general  thereof  in  any  Court  proper  to  hear  and  determine 
the  same. 

And  Whereas  it  is  not  reasonable  that  this  State  should  provide 
Blankets  for  Soldiers  drafted  to  Serve  in  the  Continental  army  for 
short  terms. 

It  is  therefore

Benjamin  Austin  ^  order. 
Gentlemen, 

The  General  Court  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  having 
attentively  Considered  the  Articles  of  Confederation  and  per- 
petual Union  between  the  United  States  of  America,  recom- 
mended to  our  attention  by  the  Honorable  Congress,  do  approve 
of  them  in  general  as  well  calculated  to  secure  the  Freedom, 
Sovereignty  and  Independence  of  the  United  States;  perhaps  no 
plan  could  have  been  proposed  better  adapted  to  the  circum- 
stances of  all:  We  therefore  the  Council  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  this  State,  in  General  Court  assembled,  do  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  good  people  of  this  State,  Instruct  you  their 
Delegates  to  subscribe  said  Articles  of  Confederation  and  Per- 
petual Union,  as  they  were  recommended  by  Congress,  unless  the 
following  alterations,  or  such  as  may  be  proposed  by  the  other 
States,  can  be  received  and  adopted  without  endangering  the 
Union  proposed. 

The  first  thing  we  desire  your  attention  to,  before  you  ratify 
and  confirm  these  Articles,  is  the  mode  of  supplying  the  Con- 
tinental Treasury  with  money  to  defray  the  Public  Expenees 
pointed  out  in  the  eighth  Article;  in  short  we  conceive  the  Ques- 
tions upon  this  Article  to  be  so  difficult  of  solution  without  some 
experience  of  the  effect  any  method  proposed  may  be  attended 
with,  that  we  apprehend  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  varying 
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the  mode  from  time  to  time  untill  experience  has  discovered  which 
will  be  the  most  equitable  plan,  which  when  discovered  &  laid 
before  the  several  States  will  doubtless  be  confirmed. 

The  provision  made  in  the  sixth  paragraph  of  the  ninth  Article, 
which  makes  the  assent  of  nine  States  necessary  to  exercise  the 
powers  with  which  Congress  are  vested,  does  not  give  all  that 
security  to  the  States  in  these  important  matters  which  we  think 
necessary,  and  which  perhaps  was  intended  l)y  Congress:  as  the 
paragraph  now  stands,  it  will  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  five 
smallest  States  to  give  a  Negative  on  the  most  important  and 
necessary  business,  and  as  it  is  probal)le  that  a  very  small  majority 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  be  contained  in  the  nine 
smallest  States,  nay  perhaps  less  than  half,  it  certainly  ought  not 
to  be  in  their  power  to  give  law  in  the  important  matters  men- 
tioned in  this  paragraph;  we  apprehend  it  would  be  better  to  sub- 
stitute in  the  room  of  nine  States,  these  words  —  ten  States,  or 
at  least  the  Delegates  for  two  thirds  of  the  People  of  the  United  States 
of  America  represented  in  Congress. 

The  paragraph  which  determines  the  principle  on  which  each 
State  is  to  furnish  its  quota  of  the  Army  demands  your  special 
attention,  because  it  appears  to  be  unequal  and  consequently 
injurious;  if  the  numbers  to  be  furnished  by  each  State  to  the 
Army  are  to  be  rated  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Whites,  it 
will  be  unequal,  because  those  numbers  are  so,  and  will  be  in- 
jurious by  operating  as  a  Tax  by  the  bounties  necessary  to  be 
given,  and  by  an  unequal  drain  of  the  inhabitants,  and  conse- 
quently a  diminution  of  the  many  advantages  derived  from  their 
industry  and  labour;  while  other  States  who  have  a  less  number  of 
Whites,  tho'  perhaps  an  equal,  if  not  greater  number  of  inhabit- 
ants are  free  from  the  burthen  of  the  first  and  the  disadvantages 
arising  from  the  last. 

If  any  improper  term  or  words  are  now  in  any  Article,  or  if  any 
sentiment  may  in  your  opinion  be  better  expressed,  you  will  pro- 
pose and  agree  to  have  proper  alterations  made. 

You   will    Consider   yourselves   also   at   Liberty   to    Consent   to 
Amendments  proposed  by  other  States  or  their  members,  provided 
that  such  Amendments  are  not  materially  repugnant  to  the  Arti- 
cles of  Confederation,  or  the  Spirit  of  these  Instructions.

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court  that  there  are  within  this 
State  several  farms  and  other  real  estate  belonging  to  persons, 
inhabitants  of  Britain;  and  there  being  no  person  or  persons 
legally  authorized  to  take  proper  care  thereof,  said  estates  are 
exjjosed  to  great  loss  and  dammage,  both  to  the  proper  owners  & 
to  the  public;  and  that  in  several  instances  very  flagrant  trespasses 
have  been  committed  on  s*^  estates;    for  remedy  whereof  it  is 

Resolved  that  the  Selectmen  of  each  Town  within  this  State 
where  any  of  the  estates  above  described  lay,  be  and  they  hereby 
are  fully  impowered  &  diricted  (in  their  said  capacity)  in  their 
respective  Towns,  immediately  to  take  such  estates  into  their 
possession  till  further  order  of  this  Court,  and  improve  the  same 
in  the  best  way  and  manner  they  can,  by  leasing  out  the  same  for 
a  term,  not  exceeding  one  year,  for  the  most  the  same  will  fetch, 
&  see  that  no  strip  and  waste  be  made  thereon;  and  the  said 
Selectmen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  their  respecti\ie  Towns, 
are  hereby  authorized  &  fully  impowered  &  directed  to  receive, 
sue  for  &  recover,  in  any  law  Court  proper  to  try  the  same,  all 
rents  due  or  shall  be  due  for  the  improvement  of  said  estates 
laying  within  their  respective  Towns;  and  also  in  like  manner 
sue  for  &  recover  all  dammages  done  by  trespass  (that  is  not  out- 
lawed) or  that  shall  be  done  by  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,

for  their  trouble  and  expence.  And  the  remainder  of  such  moneys 
they  are  to  pay  in  unto  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  taking  dupli- 
cate receipts  therefor,  one  to  be  lodged  in  the  Secretary's  Office, 
and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  keep  a  separate  account  of 
all  moneys  paid  in  as  aforesaid. 

And  whereas  it  may  happen  that  some  person  or  persons  have 
taken  or  may  take  possession  of  some  of  the  estates  abovesaid 
without  any  legal  authority  therefor,  and  such  person  or  persons 
may  refuse  to  deliver  up  or  resign  such  possession  to  the  Select- 
men as  above  directed:    For  remedy  whereof 

Resolved  that  in  all  such  cases  the  said  Selectmen  or  such  person 
as  they  shall  appoint  shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  fully  im- 
powered  and  directed  to  bring  an  action  of  ejectment  in  any 
Court  proper  to  try  the  same,  and  dispossess  any  &  all  such  per- 
sons in  and  by  any  legal  way  or  method,  as  fully  &  effectually  to 
all  intents  &  purposes,  as  the  rightfuU  proprietor  of  such  estates 
could  do  if  personally  present  and  prosecuted  the  same.

Whereas  it  appears  by  the  returns  made  into  the  Secretary's 
Office  that  the  proportion  of  the  Continental  Army  directed  to 
be  raised  in  this  State  is  far  short  of  being  compleat;  and  as  the 
Military  Officers,  Select  Men  &  Committees  in  many  Towns  & 
Plantations,  have  by  their  generous  exertions  raised  their  full  pro- 
portion, while  others  have  neglected  their  duty  in  this  regard, 
notwithstanding  the  repeated  resolutions  &  pressing  demands  of 
the  General  Court  — 

And  as  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  compleat  the  same  and  do 
equal  justice  through  the  State,  to  make  it  the  interest  as  well  as 
the  duty  of  the  several  Towns  &  Plantations  in  this  State,  im- 
mediately to  furnish  their  respective  quotas  of  men:  It  is  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  that  the  Military  Officers,  Select  Men  &  Committees 
in  each  &  every  Town  and  Plantation  in  this  State,  that  now  are 
delinquent  in  that  respect,  shall  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
May  next  cause  a  number  of  men  (including  such,  as  have  already 
been  inlisted  or  drafted  to  serve  as  soldiers  in  the  Continental 
Army  and  whose  time  is  not  yet  expired),  equal  to  one  Seventh 
part  of  such  Town  or  Plantations  male  inhabitants  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1777,  agreeable  to  a  Resolve  of  this  Court  of  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  last  i)ast;  to  be  forthwith  enlisted  for  the 
said  service  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  during  the  present  war, 
or  drafted  to  serve  therein  for  the  space  of  eight  months  from  the 
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day  such  draft  is  made,  and  to  make  return  thereof  into  the 
Secretary's  Office  on  or  before  the  first  (hiy  of  June  next. 

And  on  faihire  thereof  that  eacli  delinquent  Town  shall  incurr 
the  penalty  and  forfeit  the  sum  of  One  hundred  &  fifty  pounds  for 
the  use  of  this  State  for  every  man  they  shall  he  deficient  as 
aforesaid,  which  sum  shall  be  added  to  the  next  State-Tax  of  such 
Town  or  Plantation;  and  that  the  Attorney  General  be  im- 
powered  &  directed  on  complaint  of  such  delinquent  Towns  & 
Plantations  against  such  of  their  Officers,  Select  Men  &  Com- 
mittees, as  have  by  negligence  or  misconduct  incurred  any  for- 
feitures in  consequence  of  former  Resolves  of  the  General  Court, 
to  prosecute  such  Officers,  Select  Men  or  Committees  to  final 
judgment  &  execution  by  presentment  or  otherwise  before  any 
Court  proper  to  try  the  same;  and  that  the  Resolves  of  this 
Court  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  last  and  of  the  third  day  of 
February  last  past,  so  far  as  the  same  requires  the  Town  Treasu- 
rers, Colonels,  and  Receiver-General  and  Attorney  General  to 
prosecute  for  Forfeitures  therein  mentioned,  be  and  hereby  is 
declared  null  and  void. 

And  whereas  notwithstanding  the  Resolves  of  Congress  and  of 
this  Court  to  the  contrary,  some  of  the  Towns  &  Plantations  in 
this  State  have  procured  British  prisoners  of  war  &  deserters  from 
the  British  army  to  be  inlisted  as  part  of  such  Towns  or  Planta- 
tion's quota  as  aforesaid,  many  of  whom  have  already  deserted  to 
the  enemy  with  their  arms  and  others  are  ordered  to  be  sent  back

Be  it  further 

Resolved  that  such  prisoners  and  deserters  as  aforesaid  that 
heretofore  have  or  shall  be  hereafter  inlisted  by  any  Town  or 
Plantation  in  this  State,  shall  not  be  considered  to  exempt  such 
place  from  the  penalty  aforesaid,  but  such  place  shall  still  be 
holden  to  compleat  their  full  Quota  as  aforesaid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  tho  no  such  prisoner  or  deserter  had  been  inlisted  as 
aforesaid.

Resolved  that  the  Board  of  War  be  and  hereby  are  directed  to 
furnish  said  Allan  with  four  whale  boats  and  an  oil  cloath  marquee. 

Resolved  that  Lieu'  William  Albee  with  thirty  men  now  under 
his  command  at  Machias,  &  whose  time  of  service  expires  in  .June 
next,  be  continued  in  service  untill  the  first  day  of  December  insu- 
ing,  and  the  lioard  of  War  are  hereby  directed  to  furnish  Stephen 
Smith,  Commissary  at  Machias,  with  provisions  for  the  same. 
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Resolved  that  Major  George  Stillman  be  and  hereby  is  im- 
powered  to  engage  in  the  service  a  good  surgeon  for  the  troops  at 
Machias,  and  said  surgeon  to  be  allowed  Ten  pounds  for  each 
calendar  month  and  two  rations  of  provisions. 

Resolved  that  the  Council  be  and  hereby  are  desired  to  write  a 
letter  to  Congress,  inclosing  all  the  letters  Colo^  Allan  hath  wrote 
to  this  Court,  together  with  his  accounts  as  Agent  to  the  Eastern 
Indians,  acquainting  them  with  what  they  have  advanced  said 
Allan  &  desire  that  they  would  take  some  proper  order  respecting 
his  further  supply. 

And  whereas  it  is  attended  with  great  charge  &  is  highly  im- 
proper for  this  State  to  keep  a  Truck  House  at  Machias,  as  the 
Indians  there  are  wholly  under  the  directions  of  the  Continental 
Agent :    Therefore 

Resolved  that  the  Truck  House  at  Machias  ought  in  future  to  be 
carryd  on  at  the  charge  of  the  United  States,  under  the  direction 
of  Col°  John  Allan,  Continental  Agent  for  the  Eastern  Indians, 
and  the  Council  is  hereby  desired  to  inform  Congress  of  the  same. 

Whereas  the  penalty  mentioned  in  the  Resolve  of  this  Court  of 
the  2P*  of  June  last  hath  been  found  insufficient  to  prevent  the 
evil  practices  therein  complained  of,  in  respect  of  trading  with 
the  Indians:    Therefore 

Resolved,  that  no  person  or  persons  (the  Truck-Master  excepted) 
be  allowed  to  give,  sell,  truck,  barter  or  exchange  with  any  Indian 
or  Indians,  any  Strong  Beer,  Cyder,  Wine,  Rum,  Brandy,  Strong 
Liquors  or  any  other  articles,  for  Clothing  or  any  other  thing 
whatsoever  the  Indians  may  have  in  possession,  whether  intoxi- 
cated or  not;  on  the  penalty  of  Fifty  pounds,  to  be  paid  one 
moiety  to  him  or  them  who  shall  inform  or  sue  for  the  same,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  use  of  the 
State,  for  each  and  every  offence  above  mentioned,  to  be  recovered 
at  any  Court  proper  to  try  the  same,  or  twelve  months  imprison- 
ment.    [Passed  April  17.

RESOLVE  ON  THE  PETITION  OF  LIEUT.  ANDREW  OILMAN.

may  come  within  liis  knowledge,  and  to  do  such  other  services  as 
he  may  be  appointed  to  by  the  Oeneral  Court  of  this  State.  It  is

Resolved  that  s*^  Andrew  Oilman  be  allowed  the  same  pay  and

RESOLVE  FOR  FILLING  UP  THE   15  BATTALIONS  OF  CONTINENTAL 
TROOPS   TO   BE    RAISED   IN   THIS   STATE. 

Whereas  the  Hon'^'^  the  Continental  Congress   have  by  a  Re-  Legislative 
solve  passed  the  26*'^  Feb^  last,  required  this  State  to  fill   up   by  coundf  °^  *''* 
drafts  from  their  militia  or  in  any  other  way  that  shall  be  effectual,  xxxviu.,'450. 
the  fifteen  battalions  assigned  to  this  State  as  their  proportion  of  Ar^Ves. 
the  Continental  Army,  and  the  well  being  and  safety  of  the  United  ^1^124'^°'^' 
States  requires  that  a  powerful  army  should  be  early  brought  into 


the  field,  effectually  to  oppose  and  defeat  our  public  enemies.  And  Archives, 
whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court  that  one  seventh  part  of  the  male  J24r"  '  "*'" 
inhabitants  of  this  State  above  sixteen  years  of  age  will  not  afford 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  fill  up  &  compleat  at  this  time  the 
fifteen  battahons  directed  to  be  raised  in  this  State,  and  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  they  should  be  immediately  compleated: 
Therefore 

Resolved  that  the  several  Towns  within  this  State  mentioned  in 
the  following  list,  be  and  hereby  are  required  to  furnish  the  num- 
ber of  men  affixed  against  their  names  respectively,  and  for 
effectually  carrying  this  Resolve  into  execution;  the  Brigadier  or 
the  commanding  officer  of  each  Brigade  within  this  State,  shall 
immediately  on  receipt  hereof,  issue  his  orders  to  the  colonel  or 
commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  in  his  Brigade  that  they 
cause  the  several  companies  of  their  respective  regiments  to  be 
called  together  on  or  before  the  eleventh  day  of  May,  and  a  num- 
ber of  men  equal  to  the  number  assigned  to  each  Town  in  his 
Brigade  in  the  following  list,  to  be  forthwith  raised  by  lot,  draft 
or  voluntary  inlistment  to  fill  up  the  fifteen  battalions  directed 
to  be  raised  in  this  State,  to  serve  therein  for  the  space  of  nine 
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months  from  the  time  they  shall  respectively  appear  at  Fish  Kill 
on  Hudson's  River,  the  place  of  their  rendezvous,  unless  sooner 
discharged;  and  cause  the  men  so  procured  to  be  mustered  by 
the  County  Muster  Master;  the  draft  to  be  made  from  the  train 
Band  and  alarm  lists,  and  return  thereof  to  be  made  into  the 
Secretary's  Office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  and 
also  to  cause  said  men  to  be  delivered  to  such  person  as  may  be 
appointed  by  this  Court  as  a  Superintendent  of  the  County  from 
whence  they  are  procured,  together  with  a  list  giving  a  description 
of  their  persons,  their  age,  stature,  the  places  of  their  abode,  and 
the  regiment  &  company  from  which  they  shall  have  been  pro- 
cured; which  Superintendent  shall  cause  said  men  so  delivered  to 
him,  to  be  immediately  marched  to  Fish  Kill  on  Hudson's  River 
under  the  care  and  conduct  of  such  person  as  he  shall  appoint  for 
the  purpose,  who  shall  be  reasonably  allowed  for  his  time,  service 
and  expence  in  conducting  said  troops;  and  the  said  Superintend- 
ent shall  also  make  out  a  descriptive  list  as  aforesaid  of  said  men 
by  him  from  time  to  time  sent  to  the  place  of  rendezvous,  and  take 
receipts  for  such  men  upon  the  said  lists  from  such  persons  as  they 
shall  appoint  to  conduct  them  to  Fish  Kill,  and  forward  copies 
of  such  lists  and  receipts  to  such  person  appointed  as  a  Com- 
missioner to  receive  the  enlisted  and  drafted  men.  And  it  is 
further 

Resolved  that  Brig'  Jon*  Warner  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  a 
Commissioner  to  repair  to  Fish  Kill  on  Hudson's  River  and  there 
reside  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  men  procured  as  aforesaid 
from  this  State,  and  of  delivering  them  over  to  such  Continental 
officers  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  there  to 
receive  them.  And  the  said  Brigadier  Jonathan  Warner  is  hereby 
required  to  give  receipts  for  such  men  as  shall  be  delivered  to  him, 
and  to  make  out  such  descriptive  lists  as  aforesaid  of  them  from 
time  to  time  delivered  over  to  such  Continental  officers  and  take 
receipts  thereon  from  them  and  transmit  copies  of  such  lists  and 
receipts  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  and  to  the  Sec- 
retary's Office  in  this  State.     And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  if  any  man  shall  be  drafted  who  shall  not  pass 
muster,  or  be  of  sufficient  ability  of  body  to  serve  in  person,  he 
shall  nevertheless  hire  some  able-bodied  man  to  serve  in  his  stead 
or  pay  a  fine  of  Twenty  pounds,  if  of  ability  to  pay  it,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  major  part  of  the  Selectmen  of  y'^  Town  for  which 
lie  is  drafted  for  not  serving,  to  be  paid  within  twenty  four  hours 
next  after  being  so  drafted;  and  in  default  thereof,  the  person 
drafting  him,  sliail  and  may  issue  a  warrant  of  distress,  directed 
to  the  clerk  of  the  company,  requiring  him  to  levy  and  collect  the 
same  l)y  distress  and  sale  of  the  delinciuent's  goods  and  chattels; 
and  the  officer  to  whom  the  warrant  of  distress  shall  bo  directed  is 
to  be  governed  in  the  execution  thereof  by  the  rules  prescribed  by 
law  for  collecting  public  taxes;  and  any  able  bodied  man  who 
may  l)e  drafted  as  aforesaid  and  duly  notified  thereof,  who  shall 
not  within  twenty-four  hours  after,  procure  some  able-bodied 
effective  man  in  his  room,  to  the  acceptance  of  those  who  drafted 
him,  or  within  twenty  four  hours  pay  them  a  fine  of  Twenty 
l)oun(ls,  siiall  l)e  considered  as  a  sohlier  in  tiie  Continental  Army 
for  the  tJTin  of  nine  months  from  the  time  he  shall  arrive  at  the 
I)lace  of  rendezvous  aforesaid,  to  every  intent  and  purpose,  and 
sliall  l)e  fortliwitii  delivered  over  to  the  Sui)i'riiitendent  of  the 
County  where  he  is  drafte<l,  who  shall  immediately  march  him  to 
the  place  of  rendezvous  aforesaid;  and  in  Towns  and  Plantations 
wlicre  a  coini)any  shall  l)e  destitute  of  a  cai)tain  or  subaltern  to 
discharge  the  duties  enjoined  by  these  Resolves,  the  Selectmen  and 
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Committees  of  Safety  &^  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  where 
there  is  but  one  of  those  orders,  such  of  them  as  may  be  there 
subsisting,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  given  by  this 
Resolve  to  the  commissioned  officers  of  any  company,  and  the 
Muster  Masters  already  appointed  by  the  General  Court  to 
muster  Continental  soldiers,  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered 
to  muster  the  same,  if  they  are  able  bodied  effective  men,  &  for 
that  purpose  to  attend  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Brigadier  or 
commanding  officer  of  the  Brigade  shall  require;  and  in  case  by 
the  payment  of  fines  and  forfeitures  as  aforesaid  throughout  the 
individuals  of  any  company,  a  deficiency  as  to  the  said  list  shall 
remain,  the  commissioned  officers  or  Selectmen  or  Committees  as 
afores*^  thereof,  shall  proceed  in  drafting,  having  regard  to  services 
already  done  &  performed,  'till  the  same  be  compleated  by  hiring 
with  fines  paid  or  by  drafting  as  aforesaid.     And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  Towns  and  the  Com- 
mittees of  Plantations  in  this  State  from  whence  men  may  be 
raised  as  aforesaid,  are  required  and  directed  to  pay  to  each  man 
six  pence  per  mile  to  the  place  of  destination,  for  their  support  & 
carrying  their  packs,  and  lay  their  accounts  before  the  Committee 
of  Accounts,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

And  whereas  notwithstanding  the  Resolutions  of  Congress  and 
of  this  Court  to  the  contrary,  some  Towns  &  Plantations  in  this 
State  have  procured  prisoners  of  war  and  deserters  from  the  enemy 
to  be  inlisted  as  part  of  such  Town's  or  Plantation's  quota  as 
aforesaid,  many  of  whom  have  already  deserted  to  the  enemy  with 
their  arms,  and  others  are  ordered  to  be  sent  back  from  the  army 
as  being  unfit  to  be  employed  therein;  for  remedy  whereof,  it  is 
further 

Resolved  that  such  prisoners  and  deserters  as  aforesaid  that  shall 
be  hereafter  inlisted  by  any  Town  or  Plantation  in  this  State, 
shall  not  be  considered  to  exempt  such  place  from  filling  up  their 
fuli  proportion  and  quota  aforesaid,  to  all  intents,  as  though  no 
such  prisoner  or  deserter  had  been  inlisted  as  aforesaid.  And  it  is 
further 

Resolved  that  every  Brigadier  or  the  commanding  officer  of  a 
Brigade,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  and  discharge  the 
duties  in  these  Resolves  prescribed  him  for  drafting  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  forthwith  dismissed  from  that  important  office;  and  every 
commanding  officer  of  a  regiment,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
discharge  the  duties  enjoined  him  by  these  Resolves,  shall  be  re- 
ported by  his  superior  officer  to  the  General  Court,  and  all  other 
commissioned  officers  neglecting  or  disobeying  the  commands  of 
their  superior  officer  for  drafting  as  aforesaid,  for  each  man  so 
deficient  in  the  company  to  which  they  belong  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  May  next,  shall  severally  forfeit  the  sum  of  Ten  pounds,  and 
Ten  pounds  monthly  for  every  month  after  that  time  such  de- 
ficiency of  each  man  shall  remain;  and  the  Selectmen  &  Commit- 
tees of  Safety  &c  neglecting  or  refusing  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  these  Resolves  respecting  the  drafts  aforesaid,  shall  individually 
be  liable  to  the  same  fine  and  forfeitures  as  the  commissioned 
officers  last  mentioned.  The  said  fines  and  forfeitures  shall  be  to 
the  use  of  the  Town  or  Plantation  where  they  may  be  incurred  for  • 

the  purpose  of  procuring  soldiers.  And  all  fines  &  forfeitures  in- 
curred by  these  Resolves  shall  be  sued  for  by  action  of  debt  by  the 
Town  Treasurers  respectively,  where  any  such  Officer  is  chosen,  and 
where  there  is  no  Town  Treasurer,  by  the  major  part  of  the  Select- 
men or  Committees  of  the  Town  or  Plantation.  The  said  fines  & 
forfeitures  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any  Court  proper  to 
hear  and  determine  the  same,  where  such  forfeitures  may  be  in- 
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curred  with  full  cost  of  prosecution.  And  in  order  that  it  may  be 
the  interest  as  well  as  the  duty  of  the  several  Tow^ns  &  Plantations 
in  this  State,  to  see  that  their  respective  officers  perform  the  duties 
in  this  Resolve  prescribed: 

Rcsohcd  that  where  any  deficiency  shall  remain  in  the  quota 
hereby  assigned  to  any  Town  or  Plantation  on  the  twentieth  day 
of  May  next,  such  deficient  Town  or  Plantation  shall  incur  the 
penalty  and  forfeit  the  sum  of  One  hundred  pounds  for  the  use  of 
this  State  for  every  man  they  shall  be  deficient  as  aforesaid,  which 
sum  shall  be  added  to  the  next  State  Tax  of  such  Town  or  Planta- 
tion.    And  it  is  further 

Rcsolrrd  that  every  person  procured  as  aforesaid,  who  shall 
supply  himself  with  a  good  firelock  and  bayonet  or  cartridge  box, 
haversack  and  blanket,  and  shall  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
his  service,  produce  to  the  proper  Paymaster  a  certificate  from  his 
Captain  or  other  commanding  officer  of  his  company  that  he  hath 
been  constantly  provided  therewith,  shall  receive  agreeable  to  a 
Resolve  of  Congress  of  the  26''^  of  Feb^  last,  for  the  use  of  his 
firelock,  bayonet  and  cartouch-box  two  dollars,  and  for  the  use  of 
his  blanket' four  dollars,  and  in  a  like  proportion  for  any  or  either 
of  them,  and  in  case  any  of  the  said  articles  shall  be  lost  or  ren- 
dered useless  in  the  service,  without  the  negligence  or  fault  of  the 
proprietor,  he  shall  be  paid  the  value  thereof. 

And  whereas  by  a  former  Resolution  of  the  General  Court  it  is 
provided  that  after  any  Town  has  compleated  their  full  quota  of 
the  seventh  part  of  the  male  inhabitants  for  the  Continental 
service,  the  inhabitants  of  such  Town  might  have  liberty  to  be 
hired  for  any  other  Town's  quota  in  this  State;  and  as  the  Towns 
in  this  State  are  now  called  upon  to  raise  their  quota  of  the  Two 
thousand  men  aforesaid,  and  it  might  be  hurtful  to  grant  such 
liberty  any  longer  until  the  respective  Towns  have  compleated 
their  quota  of  the  Two  thousand  men  aforesaid:    Therefore 

Resolved  that  no  Town  in  this  State  that  is  deficient  in  their 
quota  of  the  Seventh  part  of  their  naale  inhabitants,  or  that  shall 
be  at  any  time  deficient  therein  or  in  their  quota  of  the  2,000  men 
as  aforesaid,  shall  have  liberty  or  be  allowed  to  hire  any  man  from 
any  other  Town  for  that  purpose. 

And  whereas  the  conduct  of  the  Town  of  Falmouth  and  some 
other  Towns  in  this  State  is  highly  commendable,  manly  and 
l)Htri()tic,  in  their  generous  exertions  to  raise  volunteers  to  rein- 
force the  Continental  Army:    It  is  therefore 

Re.solred  that  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  Towns 
&  Plantations  in  this  State,  immediately  to  furnish  a  number  of 
volunteers  to  serve  with  the  American  army  for  a  term  of  six 
montlis  next  after  their  arrival  at  their  place  of  destination,  unless 
sooner  discharged,  not  exceeding  2,000  in  the  whole;  to  be  formed 
into  companies  of  sixty  men  each,  including  non-commissioned 
officers,  to  be  commanded  by  commissioned  ofiicers  of  their  own 
choosing,  who  shall  be  commissionated  for  that  purpose;  &  the 
Hon'''"  Council  are  hereby  desired  to  commissicmate  them  accord- 
ingly wlicn  it  shall  ai)pear  to  them  that  any  such  company  is 
coiiipleat,  &  their  odiccrs  chosen  as  aforesaid;  all  such  companies 
,  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Couneil  aforesaid,   &  who  are  to 

.serve  in  such  manner  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  American 
urniy  shall  order;  &  shall  receive  Continental  pay  &  subsistence,  & 
mileage  as  aforesaid,  &  paid  in  like  manner,  together  with  like  al- 
lowance for  the  use  of  their  arms,  accoutrements  &  blankets  as 
aforesaid:  Provided  such  volunteers  shall  inlist  &  make  return  to 
the  Council  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  May  next.  And 
every  such  Town  &  Plantation,  having  previously  furnished  their  sev-

eral  proportions  of  the  2,000  men  first  mentioned  &  of  all  former 
requisitions,  shall  have  credit  for  all  such  volunteers  as  they  shall 
respectively  furnish  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  so  as  to  be  considered 
in  future  levies.

RESOLVE   FOR  RAISING   MEN  TO   SERVE  AT  NORTH  RIVER  AND 
RHODE   ISLAND. 


Whereas   Congress   by   their   Resolve   of   Feb^   18**^,    1778,   has  Legislative 
called  upon  this  State  for  Thirteen  hundred  of  the  militia  thereof  counctf.  °^  ^''^ 
with  other  States  to  fortify  and  secure  the  passes  of  the  North  xpviii.,  459. 

.p, .  "  Mass.

Resolved  that  the  Brigadiers  or  commanding  officers  of  y''  several  <^°'''^'"'-  "''' 


Counties  herein  after  expressed  be  directed  to  detach  from  their  ^^^Thives 
Brigades  the  number   of    men   as   f ollows :  —  That   the    Brigadier  ccxvii.,  409^ 
or  commanding  officer  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  detach  therefrom  ccxViiI,' ids- 
One  hundred  and  sixty-three  men  and  form  them  into  companies  ^°*- 
with  proper  officers  to  command  them,  with  one  Major;  that  y** 
Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Essex  detach 
from   the   Brigade  under   his   command   Two   hundred   and   three 
men  &  form  them  into  companies  of  sixty-eight  men  as  near  as 
may  be,  with  proper  officers  to  command  them,  with  one  Colonel; 
that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex detach  from  the  Brigade  under  his  command  One  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  men  and  form  them  into  companies  with  proper 
officers  to  command  them,  with  one  Lieutenant  Colonel;    that  y* 
Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  in  the  County  of  York  detach 
from  his  Brigade  Seventy-eight  men  &  form  them  into  companies 
with  proper  officers  to  command  them. 

The  above  detachments  to  be  formed  into  one  regiment  when 
they  shall  arrive  at  the  Peek's  Kills;  and  the  commanding  officer

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of  each  County  to  march  his  division  to  the  aforesaid  destination 
immediately,  accoutred  as  the  Militia  Law  of  this  State  directs. 

That  y^"  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of 
Plymouth  detach  from  his  Brigade  one  Major  and  One  hundred 
and  twenty-two  men  and  form  them  into  companies  as  near  as 
may  be  of  sixty-eight  men,  with  proper  officers  to  command  them; 
that  y*  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Cumber- 
land detach  from  his  Brigade  Sixty-six  men  and  form  them  into  a 
company  with  proper  officers  to  command  them;  that  the  Briga- 
dier or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Hampshire  detach 
from  his  Brigade  one  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  One  hundred  and 
eighty-two  men  and  form  them  into  companies  as  near  as  may  be 
of  sixty-eight  men,  with  proper  officers  to  command  them;  that 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Worcester  detach  from 
his  Brigade  one  Colonel  and  Two  hundred  &  twenty-two  privates 
formed  into  companies  as  abovesaid;  that  y''  Brigadier  or  com- 
manding officer  in  the  County  of  Berkshire  detach  from  the 
Brigade  under  his  command  Seventy-six  privates  and  form  them 
into  a  company  as  above,  with  proper  officers  to  command  them. 

The  abovesaid  detachments  to  be  formed  into  one  other  regi- 
ment when  they  shall  arrive  at  the  Peek's  Kills,  and  the  command- 
ing officer  detached  from  each  County  to  march  his  division  the 
nearest  way  to  the  Peek's  Kills  afores*^,  the  place  of  their  destina- 
tion, accoutred  as  the  Militia  Law  of  this  State  requires.  And  it  is 
further 

Resolved  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  Towns  from  whence 
the  above  regiments  are  detached  are  hereby  required  to  pay  each 
man  so  detached  four  pence  per  mile  in  lieu  of  rations  and  two 
pence  per  mile  for  transporting  their  baggage,  and  lay  their  ac- 
counts before  this  Court  for  allowance  and  payment.  The  above- 
said  regiments  to  be  upon  the  Continental  establishment,  with 
an  addition  of  forty  shillings  per  month  wages,  and  be  under  the 
command  of  such  General  Officer  as  the  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  Continental  Army  shall  appoint,  for  the  term  of  eight 
months  from  the  time  they  arrive  at  the  said  place  of  rendezvous 
unless  sooner  discharged.  And  as  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  is  in 
pressing  need  of  immediate  relief  from  her  neighboring  States,  and 
for  our  own  defence  and  to  fulfill  our  engagements  with  the  said 
State  of  Rhode  Island:    it  is 

Resolved  tluit  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  in  the  County 
of  Bristol  detach  from  the  Brigade  under  his  command  One  hun- 
dred &  thirty  men  with  proper  officers  to  command  them;  and 
that  the  commanding  officer  in  the  County  of  Barnstable  detach 
Seventy  men  with  proper  officers  to  command  them;  and  march 
them  immediately  to  Providence  in  the  said  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  to  do  duty  there  in  Wade's  &  Jacobs'  regiments  for  the 
term  of  eight  montlis  imless  sooner  discharged,  upon  Continental 
establishment,  with  an  addition  of  forty  shillings  per  month  wages, 
and  that  the  aforesaid  detachments  may  be  compleated  without 
the  least  delay: 

Resohu'd  that  any  person  detached  for  either  of  the  abovesaid 
jnirposes  being  of  able  body  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  who  shall 
detach  him,  and  of  the  major  part  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
where  he  is  detached,  shall  not  within  twenty  four  hours  hire  some 
able-bodied  man  in  his  room  or  pay  a  fine  of  Ten  pounds  to  the 
«)fli<-er  who  detached  him,  shall  be  <'(>iisi(l('re(l  as  a  soldier  and 
marched  iiccordingly  to  the  place  of  his  destination;  and  the  oflicer 
who  shall  receive  the  fine  as  al)()vesaid  shall  ]>roceed  to  hire  there- 
with or  detach  others,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  he  sliall  have  com- 
pleated his  ([uota;    and  any  person  detached  as  aforesaid,  who  in 
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the  opinion  of  the  officer  detaching  him  is  not  of  able  body,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  hire  an  able-bodied  man  in  his  room  or  pay 
the  said  fine  as  aforesaid,  if  of  ability  to  pay  it  in  the  opinion  of 
the  major  part  of  the  Selectmen  of  said  Town,  shall  be  committed 
to  the  goal  of  the  County  to  which  he  belongs  by  the  officer  de- 
taching him;  there  to  continue  the  said  term  of  eight  months  on 
his  own  expence,  and  the  goaler  is  hereby  required  to  receive  such 
person  accordingly,  and  the  said  officer  neglecting  to  commit  such 
person  to  the  goal  as  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  ten  days,  shall  pay 
a  fine  of  Thirty  pounds  to  be  recovered  by  the  Brigadier  of  the 
County  or  any  other  person  by  action  of  debt  before  the  Inferior 
Court  of  the  County  where  the  delinquent  officer  dwells  and  shall 
be  cashiered.  And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  the  Brigadiers  of  the  aforesaid  Counties  where  it 
may  be  for  convenience  and  good  of  the  service  and  agreeable  to 
the  militia  may  appoint  officers  other  than  those  belonging  to  the 
militia  who  have  had  commissions  in  the  Continental  Army  and 
are  approved  good  officers  and  not  otherwise,  and  recommend 
them  to  the  Council  that  they  may  be  commissioned  accordingly; 
and  that  the  aforesaid  detachments  be  made  upon  the  train  band 
and  alarm  lists  indiscriminately.

The  Gen*  Assembly  of  this  State  in  persuance  of  a  Resolution  of 
Congress  of  y^  22^*  of  Nov''  last  appointed  Commissioners  to  meet 
those  which  might  be  appointed  by  the  States  of  New  Hampshire, 
Rhode-Island,  Connecticutt,  New  York,  New  Jersies,  Pensylvania 
&  Delaware,  at  New  Haven  on  y^  15**^  of  January  last,  for  y*^  pur- 
pose of  devising  y''  most  prudent  &  effectual  measures  for  promot- 
ing those  valuable  purposes  mentioned  in  s*^  Resolve  of  Congress. 

The  Commissioners  met  accordingly  &  reported  that  it  was  ex- 
pedient y*  Laws  should  be  made  Regulating  the  prices  of  Labour, 
Produce  &c,  an*d  their  proceedings  have  been  laid  before  this 
Assembly,  who  were  much  divided  in  their  Sentiments  with  Re- 
spect to  the  measures,  many  apprehending  (from  a  Recent  &  un- 
happy experiment  of  a  Regulating  Act)  that  y®  carrying  such  an 
Act  into  execution  was  impracticable;  however  upon  mature 
Deliberation  (as  it  was  Recommended  by  Congress),  a  Vote  was 
obtained  appointing  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  Bill  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  before  the  Committee  could  prepare  &  Report  it,  the 
small  pox  broke  out  in  Boston  and  this  Court  obliged  suddenly  to 
rise. 
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The  Consideration  of  this  matter  has  been  Reassumed  y®  present 
session  &  a  Bill  reported;  tho'  the  Assembly  were  not  less  divided 
than  before,  it  is  Still  urged  that  if  a  Regulating  Act  should  be 
attempted,  y'  the  effect  would  be  so  far  from  aiding  y^  other 
measures  proposed  by  Congress  for  giving  Stability  &  value  to  the 
Continental  Bills,  that  it  would  render  those  measures  fruitless; 
for  the  possessors  of  goods  would  thereby  be  induced  to  part  with 
them  on  no  terms  but  those  of  Barter,  &  thereby  the  Circulation 
of  the  Bills  being  obstructed,  they  would  become  (in  a  great 
measure)  useless  in  the  Hands  of  the  needy  Possessor,  who,  having 
nothing  else  wherewith  to  purchase  y''  necessaries  of  Life,  would  at 
least  in  a  private  manner  offer  any  sum  which  he  might  suppose 
would  tempt  the  possessor  to  part  with  his  Corn,  &c  which  the 
buyer  needs;  &  further  that  these  Objections  are  not  built  on  mere 
Speculation  but  upon  unfortunate  experiment. 

Should  the  mode  pointed  out  by  Congress  for  Reducing  the 
Quantity  of  circulating  money  be  punctually  comply'^  with  in  the 
several  States  (which  we  presume  it  will),  it  is  conceived  it  will 
have  a  happy  tendency  to  give  Stability  to  y^  Currency  &  to 
Reduce  y*^  prices  of  Articles  both  of  Produce  &  Merchandize. 
This  Government  has  (agreeable  to  y^  Spirit  of  the  Resolves  of 
Congress)  put  a  final  Stop  to  the  Currency  of  all  y*^  Bills  emitted 
by  this  State,  small  Change  Under  a  Dollar  only  excepted,  &  being 
fully  apprised  of  y^  bad  Consequences  which  would  accrue  by  any 
further  emissions  of  money,  have  levied  a  Tax  of  £300,000  L.  M^ 
upon  y®  people  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  y^  first  Day  of 
January  1778;  &  have  since  levied  another  Tax  of  about  £250,000 
L.  M.,  to  be  paid  in  by  the  first  of  June  next,  &  are  determined 
to  support  the  War  by  taxation  as  far  as  the  Abilities  of  the  People 
will  admit. 

These  measures  have  already  had  some  happy  effect  hy  lowering 
the  price  of  imports,  &  had  not  the  Troops  of  the  Convention  been 
Quartered  in  this  State,  it  is  presumed  the  price  of  our  produce 
would  have  been  reduced  proportionably;  upon  the  whole  this 
Assembly  &  the  people  at  Large  were  so  much  Divided  on  this 
question:  the  fixing  y°  price  of  Produce,  Labour  &c,  so  as  to 
give  Satisfaction  to  the  various  parts  of  this  State  was  very  Diffi- 
cult; but  above  all,  the  Danger  of  Obstructing  the  Circulation  of 
the  money  and  thereby  reducing  its  value  to  such  a  Degree  as 
greatly  to  affect  the  common  Cause,  was  so  exceeding  great,  & 
fearing  least  the  evils  which  we  feel  should  be  increased  instead  of 
being  removed  by  the  measure,  we  have  upon  a  full  discussion  & 
consideration  of  the  Subject  tho*  proper  to  suspend  passing  such 
an  Act  for  y"  present,  &  inform  Congress  of  the  motives  which 
influenced  us  so  to  do;  accordingly  we  have  candidly  &  Justly 
Related  in  few  words  the  mode  of  our  Proceedings  &  the  princi- 
pal motives  which  have  influenced  us  to  suspend  passing  the  Bill, 
which  we  submit  to  the  Consideration  of  Congress  &  hope  that  if 
it  should  l)e  their  oppinion  that  our  Objections  are  not  sufficient 
to  suspend  passing  such  an  Act,  that  they  will  take  the  earliest 
opportunity  to  give  us  the  information  which  will  be  immediately 
attended  to  by  the  Gen'  Assembly.

to  the  Supreme  Executive  authority  of  this  State,  nor  until  a  war- 
rant shall  be  issued  by  the  said  Supreme  Executive  authority, 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  this  State,  with  a  copy  of  the  record  there- 
unto annexed,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  wherein  the 
trial  of  the  person  so  attainted  as  aforesaid  was  had,  commanding 
the  same  Sheriff  to  cause  execution  to  be  done  upon  the  person 
so  attainted  as  aforesaid,  in  all  things  according  to  the  judgment 
against  him;  and  the  Sheriff  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  di- 
rected, is  hereby  authorized  &  required  to  execute  the  same  in  due 
form  of  law."

tion  of  our  affairs,  we  think  it  our  indispensible  duty  to  call  for  a 
reinforcement  of  Eighteen  hundred  men,  and  we  are  well  assured 
that  those  whose  situation  has  placed  them  at  a  happy  distance 
from   those   merciless   destroyers  will  readily  fly  to  the  assistance 
of  their  brethren,  whose  dwellings  are  in  the  fields  of  war: 

Therefore 

Resolved  that  Eighteen  hundred  men  be  raised  to  serve  from  the 
time  of  their  being  inlisted  or  detached  untill  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary next,  unless  sooner  discharged,  in  the  following  manner,  viz. 

Resolved  that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade 
Two  hundred  and  five  men;  that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding 
officer  of  the  County  of  Essex  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached 
from  his  Brigade  Two  hundred  and  sixty  men;  that  the  Brigadier 
or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Middlesex  shall  detach  or 
<;ause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade  Two  hundred  and  eighteen 
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men;  that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of 
Worcester  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  seven  men;  that  the  Brigadier  or  command- 
ing officer  of  the  County  of  Hampshire  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be 
detached  from  his  Brigade  One  hundred  and  ninety  nine  men;  that 
the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Berkshire 
shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade  One  hun- 
dred and  two  men;  provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  men  shall  be 
detached  either  from  the  County  of  Hampshire  or  Berkshire  as 
a  reinforcement  to  any  part  of  the  Northern  Army,  and  actually 
march  before  the  receipt  of  this  Resolve  and  continue  in  service 
the  time  required  by  said  Resolve,  they  shall  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  quota  assigned  to  each  or  either  of  said  Counties  and 
be  intitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowance;  but  if  they  return 
before  the  expiration  of  said  nine  months,  shall  be  intitled  to  the 
wages  only,  and  the  commanding  officer  shall  detach  others  in 
their  room,  who  shall  be  allowed  according  to  this  Resolve. 

That  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of 
Plymouth  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade 
One  hundred  and  fifty  three  men;  that  the  Brigadier  or  command- 
ing officer  of  the  County  of  Bristol  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be 
detached  from  his  Brigade  One  hundred  and  thirty  four  men;  that 
the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Barnstable 
shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  said  County  Seventy 
eight  men;  that  the  Brigadier  of  the  County  of  York  or  command- 
ing officer  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade 
Ninety  men;  that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the 
County  of  Cumberland  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from 
his  Brigade  Fifty-eight  men,  excusing  Falmouth  from  the  draft; 
and  that  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of 
Lincoln  shall  detach  or  cause  to  be  detached  from  his  Brigade 
Fifty-one  men. 

And  that  the  aforesaid  Brigadiers  or  commanding  officers  of 
Brigades  shall  forthwith  make  said  detachments  or  cause  them  to 
be  made  indiscriminately  from  the  training  band  and  alarm  lists, 
and  all  other  male  persons  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  except- 
ing the  members  of  Council,  officers  of  Harvard  College,  ministers 
of  the  Gospel,  Grammar  Schoolmasters,  Quakers,  Indians,  Negroes 
and  Molattoes;  and  form  the  men  so  detached  into  companies,  as 
near  as  may  be,  of  Sixty-eight  men  each,  exclusive  of  commis- 
sioned officers,  each  company  to  be  commanded  by  one  Captain 
and  two  subalterns,  to  be  detached  for  that  purpose,  and  cause 
them  to  be  mustered  before  some  Muster  Master  appointed  in  the 
several  Counties,  and  marched  without  delay  by  the  most  con- 
venient route  to  the  places  of  their  destination;  and  that  they 
make  returns  to  the  Council  of  the  men  by  them  respectively 
raised  and  actually  marched  at  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next. 

Resolved  that  there  be  paid  out  of  the  public  Treasury  of  this 
State  to  every  Captain  so  detached  Forty  sliillings  per  month  in 
addition  to  the  Continental  pay;  to  each  Lieutenant  Three  pounds 
per  month,  and  to  each  non-commissioned  oilicer  and  private  Four 
I)()unds,  thirteen  shillings  per  month  in  addition  to  said  Continen- 
tal pay. 

And  that  ample  encourageinent  may  be  given  to  men  cheerfully 
and  speedily  to  turn  out  on  this  occasion,  it  is  further 

HcHolvcd  that  the  Selectmen  of  each  Town  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  pay  out  of  the  treasury  of  their  respective  Towns, 
the  sum  of  Fourteen  pounds  to  each  non-commissioned  officer  and 
private  detaeiied  and  mustered  as  aforesaid,  being  properly  armed 
and  equipped;  and  such  Selectmen  are  hereby  impowered  to  assess  a 
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tax  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  their  respective  Towns,  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  last  preceding  Tax  Act,  to  replace  the  money 
they  shall  take  out  of  the  treasury  or  hire  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said; and  to  commit  such  assessment  to  the  Constable  or  Collector

&  where  there  are  no  Militia  Officers  or  Selectmen,  the  Committee 
are  impowered  and  directed  to  do  all  duties  by  this  resolve  en- 
joined upon  Militia  Officers  or  Selectmen.

to  pay  the  same,  any  law  or  resolve  of  the  Court  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

Resolved  that  the  men  detached  from  the  Counties  of  Suffolk, 
Essex,  Middlesex,  York,  Cumberland,  Worcester,  Lincoln;  one 
hundred  men  from  the  South  part  of  the  County  of  Hampshire 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  men  from  the  County  of  Plymouth; 
shall  be  immediately  marched  to  Providence  to  fill  up  the  bat- 
talions of  Col°  Wade  and  Col°  Jacobs  from  this  State,  and  to  be 
under  the  command  of  the  Continental  officer  who  has  the  chief 
command  in  that  department,  and  to  be  annexed  to  said  bat- 
talions as  he  shall  order.

unless  the  circumstances  of  the  country  shall  render  it  necessary 
to  have  them  marched  by  said  commanding  officer's  order  to  some 
other  place  within  the  New  England  states;  and  that  the  remain-

Resolved  that  the  respective  Committees  appointed  by  the  Re- 
solve before  referred  to,  be  and  they  hereby  are  enjoined  and  earn- 
estly called  upon,  as  they  regard  the  welfare  of  their  country  and 
the  sacred  laws  of  justice,  immediately  to  notify  the  several  Towns, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  their  sitting,  and  prosecute  that  business 
and  bring  it  to  a  close  by  the  10*^  day  of  September  next,  that  this 
Court  may  then  be  able  to  fulfill  their  obligations  to  the  public 
and  do  justice  to  every  Town;  and  the  said  Committees  have  here- 
by power  to  consider  and  make  allowance  to  any  Towns  which

to  each  town  in  the  State. 

Resolved  that  the  President  of  the  Council  be  desired  to  sign  the 
following  Letter  and  cause  a  fair  copy  of  the  same  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  each  of  the  Committees  aforesaid. 

Gentlemen, 

You  being  appointed  by  a  Resolve  of  the  Great  and  General 
Court  of  this  State  of  the  29*''  of  April  last,  a  Committee  to  hear 
and  determine  all  disputes  arising  from  returns  made  into  the 
Secretary's  Office,  between  the  several  towns  and  companies  with- 
in the  County  of  I  am  ordered  by  the  General  Court  to 
call  upon  you  immediately  to  inform  said  Court,  by  making  return 
into  the  Secretary's  Office,  whether  you  have  acted  in  consequence 
of  your  appointment;  whether  you  have  received  any  original 
returns  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  Continental  Army  for  this 
State  out  of  the  Secretary's  Office,  and  what  your  doings  thereon 
have  been;  and  transmit  said  original  returns  as  soon  as  may  be 
into  said  Office.

Though  we  are  sensible  that  the  Embargo  on  the  exportation  of 
Provisions  from  these  States  was  a  very  necessary  measure,  and 
doubt  not  has  been  attended  with  very  useful  effects,  yet  we  are 
constrained  to  ask  of  Congress  at  this  time  to  recommend  to  the 
Southern  States  some  alteration  of  it  as  far  as  it  respects  the  ex- 
portation of  Grain  to  these  Eastern  States,  particularly  to  this. 

By  means  of  a  very  heavy  drought  which  took  place  the  last 
Summer,  and  was  succeeded  by  a  blight  on  our  Rye,  and  from  an 
unavoidable  neglect  of  our  tillage  land,  which  proceeded  from  our 
husbandmen  being  called  oflF  to  the  Army  in  the  season  of  tillage 
and  from  divers  other  concurring  causes,  we  find  a  great  scantiness 
of  Grain  has  already  taken  place,  and  we  are  threatened  with  great 
distress  for  want  of  bread. 

The  Embargo  has  prevented  our  seaports  from  receiving  supplies 
as  usual  from  the  Southern  States  and  unless  an  importation 
should  speedily  be  permitted,  the  time  for  it  will  be  over,  as  the 
Enemy's  armed  vessels,  who  are  now  obliged  to  keep  in  port,  will 
then  probably  intercept  most  of  the  vessels  that  may  be  coming 
coastwise  from  the  Southern  States. 

The  importance  of  an  immediate  attention  to  this  matter  we 
wish  to  impress,  as  we  are  well  satisfied  that  the  Grain  now  in  the 
hands  of  our  farmers  is  not  sufficient  for  the  inhabitants  of  our 
farming  towns  and  of  consequence  they  will  not  much  longer  sup- 
ply the  seaports.

We  have  wrote  a  Letter  to  Congress  of  this  date,  praying  that 
they  would  be  pleased  to  recommend  to  the  Southern  States  a 
suspension  of  the  Embargo  as  far  as  relates  to  the  exportation  of 
Grain  to  tliese  Eastern  States.  We  arc  really  in  great  want  and 
have  just  cause  to  fear  an  alarming  scarcity,  unless  your  State 
should  relieve  us  in  this  respect.  Divers  causes  have  concurred  to 
produce  tills  scarcity.     A  severe  drought  and  a  great  blight  during 
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the  course  of  the  last  Summer;  the  absence  of  our  husbandmen  in 
the  time  of  tillage;  the  consumption  of  the  Convention  Troops, 
more  than  their  supplies  from  the  British  Commissaries;  the  want 
of  the  usual  supply  to  our  seaports  arising  from  the  Embargo;  are 
among  these  causes.

Whereas  Major  General  Gates  by  his  Letter  of  the  first  in- 
stant has  represented  to  this  Court  that  he  stands  in  need  of  a 
number  of  men  to  guard  the  works  and  magazines  in  and  about 
Boston:  Therefore 

Resolved  that  four  hundred  men,  including  officers,  be  immedi-

consideration  proper  measures  to  give  them  a  speedy  and  effectual  ''"•  ^" 

operation. 

The  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  fifteen  battalions  and  also  of 
Col°  Crane's  regiment  of  artillery,  including  Stevens'  corps,  raised 
wuthin  this  State,  have  lately  in  the  most  pressing  manner  applied 
to  the  General  Assembly  for  some  assistance  under  the  difficulties 
they  labour  by  reason  of  the  depreciated  state  of  our  Currency 
and  the  consequent  advanced  prices  of  all  articles  necessary  for 
their  consumption.

may  accrue  from  carrying  these  Resr'utions  into  execution  (in  case 
the  Honorable  Congress  shou'd  not  prevent  it  by  adopting  meas- 
ures to  make  t^r  \vp  ,es  oi  .ae  officers  and  soldiers  good)  will 
finally  be  bori..  j^  the  Continent. 

Application  has  also  been  made  to  the  Court  in  behalf  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  in  Col'  Jackson's,  Lee's  and  Henley's  regi- 
ments that  they  may  have  the  same  relief  granted  to  them. 

We  have  from  the  beginning  supposed  that  we  had  credit  for  the 
men  belonging  to  these  regiments,  and  have  accordingly  given  them 
the  same  encouragement  and  made  them  the  same  allowances  as 
we  have  given  and  made  to  the  men  belonging  to  the  fifteen 
battalions;  but  understanding  lately  from  some  of  our  Delegates 
that  this  State  in  the  late  arrangement  of  the  army  had  no  credit 
given  them  by  Congress  for  these  men,  the  Court  has  not  as  yet 
granted  their  request,  not  knowing  but  the  Congress  would  do 
whatever  was  necessary  for  their  relief;  however  in  case  this  State 
can  have  credit  for  these  men,  or  Congress  will  give  us  directions 
to  treat  them  in  the  same  manner,  we  are  willing  to  pass  similar 
Resolutions  in  their  favor  whenever  the  Honorable  Congress  shall 
signify  their  pleasure  upon  this  occasion;  and  we  are  persuaded 
that  Congress  will  order  that  this  State  shall  have  credit  for  the 
men  belonging  to  Col"  Crane's  regiment,  including  Stevens'  corps, 
as  both  Congress  and  General  Washington  strongly  recommended 
it  to  this  State  to  give  the  same  encouragement  to  these  men  as 
to  those  of  the  fifteen  battalions. 

Our  Sea  Coasts  have  at  times  been  greatly  infested  by  the 
enemy's  Privateers,  carrying  from  8  to  20  guns,  to  the  no  small 
detriment  and  annoyance  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State.     One  or 
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two  of  the  Continental  Frigates  might  have  taken  or  dispersed 
them  all.  We  therefore  request  that  the  Honorable  Congress 
would  give  orders  to  the  Navy  Board  for  the  Eastern  Department, 
to  send  out  some  of  the  Continental  Frigates  to  cruise  off  this 
coast,  whenever  the  General  Court,  or  in  their  recess,  the  Council 
of  this  State  shall  signify  to  that  Board  the  necessity  of  such  a 
measure;  and  when  it  is  considered  by  Congress  how  great  a 
burthen  has  lain  upon  this  and  the  other  Eastern  States  in  furnish- 
ing large  numbers  of  men  to  man  the  Continental  Frigates,  we 
flatter  ourselves  this  reasonable  request  will  be  granted  and  that 
we  shall  in  future  reap  some  benefit  from  these  Frigates  in  the 
protection  and  defence  of  our  Sea  Coasts. 

We  should  be  glad  to  be  favored  with  the  Resolutions  of  Con- 
gress upon  the  subjects  mentioned  in  this  letter  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.

February  10,  1779. 

Gentlemen, 

You  must  be  sensible  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  Assemblies  of 
the  several  United  States  should  from  time  to  time  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  what  passes  at  Congress,  in  order  that  measures 
may  be  adopted  seasonably  for  carrying  their  Resolutions  into 
execution.  This  State  has  often  for  a  long  season  been  quite 
ignorant  of  what  has  been  transacting  at  Congress.  You  are  there- 
fore directed  by  the  Assembly  to  write  the  Council  of  this  State 
at  least  once  a  month,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  informing  of  all 
such  matters  as  have  been  transacted  at  Congress  that  can  be 
communicated  consistently  with  their  orders,  and  also  to  send  the 
Journals  of  Congress  as  far  as  they  have  been  published. 

We  have  made  application  to  Congress  by  this  opportunity, 
desiring  that  they  would  give  orders  to  the  Navy  Board  to  send 
out  some  of  the  Continental  Frigates  to  guard  our  Sea  Coasts 
whenever  the  General  Court,  or  in  their  recess,  the  Council  shall 
signify  to  the  Board  the  necessity  of  it.  Our  Coasts  have  been 
frequently  much  infested  with  numbers  of  the  enemy's  armed 
vessels,  carrying  from  8  to  20  guns,  to  the  great  distress  and  an- 
noyance of  the  inhabitants,  especially  those  who  live  upon  the 
Eastern  Shore;  you  are  therefore  instructed  to  use  your  influence 
to  have  such  an  order  passed. 

We  were  in  hopes  ere  this  to  have  heard  that  the  Honorable 
Congress  had  taken  some  suitable  measures  to  quiet  the  minds  of 
the  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  Continental  Army,  under  their  suf- 
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ferings,  by  reason  of  the  depreciated  state  of  our  Currency.  The 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  15  battalions  and  of  Col  Crane's  regi- 
ment of  artillery,  including  Stevens'  corps,  raised  in  this  State, 
have  been  so  pressing  in  their  applications  to  the  General  As- 
sembly that  they  have  passed  a  number  of  Resolutions,  wherein 
they  have  engaged  (provided  Congress  does  not  do  it)  to  make 
good  their  wages  at  the  close  of  the  present  contest.  It  appeared  to 
the  Court  from  the  representation  of  the  officers  that  this  was  a 
measure  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  army  together. 
^Ye  hope  it  will  meet  the  approbation  of  Congress  and  desire  that 
you  would  endeavor  to  obtain  their  order  that  the  expence  that 
may  hereby  accrue  shall  be  finally  borne  by  the  Continent. 

The  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  regiments  under  the  command  of 
Col^  Jackson,  Lee  and  Henley,  have  applied  to  have  the  same 
relief,  but  as  the  Court  have  been  lately  informed  that  this  State 
has  in  the  late  arrangement  of  the  army  no  credit  for  the  men 
belonging  to  those  regiments,  they  apprehend  it  belongs  to  Con- 
gress to  grant  them  the  necessary  relief,  as  most  of  the  men  be- 
longing to  these  regiments  were  raised  in  this  State  and  their 
families  are  here  and  therefore  can  be  more  easily  supplied  by  us; 
we  are  willing,  provided  we  can  have  credit  for  the  men,  or  Con- 
gress will  give  us  directions  to  treat  them  in  the  same  manner,  to 
pass  similar  Resolutions  in  their  favor. 

You  will  therefore  use  your  endeavors  that  the  men  before  men- 
tioned should  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  this  State  as  part  of  their 
quota  of  the  Continental  Army,  as  also  the  men  belonging  to  Col° 
Crane's  regiment  of  artillery,  including  Stevens'  corps,  as  the 
Honorable  Congress,  as  well  as  Gen^  Washington,  strongly  recom- 
mended it  to  this  State  to  grant  the  same  encouragement  to  these 
men  as  to  those  belonging  to  the  fifteen  battalions.

That  a  letter  be  sent  to  our  Delegates  at  Congress  of  the  pur- 
port of  the  annexed,  and  that  a  Committee  of  both  Houses  of  As- 
sembly be  appointed  to  examine  the  present  state  of  the  fortifica- 
tions in  and  about  Boston  and  the  harbour  thereof,  and  report 
what  may  be  necessary  further  to  be  done  in  addition  thereto,  or 
in  the  repairs  thereof. 

Boston-,  Feb'^  12,  1779. 
Sir, 

The  General  Assembly  of  this  State  have  under  consideration 
a  letter  from  Major  General  Gates  in  which  he  gives  it  as  his 
opinion  founded  on  several  reasons  mentioned  in  said  letter,  that 
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the  enemy  will  attempt  a  depredatory  war  in  New  England  the 
next  campaign,  and  earnestly  requests  an  attention  to  a  supply  of 
the  public  Magazines  in  this  State  with  Bread  and  Flour,  articles  so 
very  necessary  that  an  army  cannot  possibly  subsist  without  them. 

This  Assembly  being  justly  alarmed  by  the  public  Magazines  in 
this  State  being  almost  destitute  of  those  articles,  and  the  im- 
practicability of  supplying  them  by  the  utmost  exertions  of  this 
State,  which  have  been  and  still  must  be  put  to  the  greatest 
stretch,  even  to  supply  its  inhabitants  with  necessary  bread,  are 
constrained  to  make  this  representation  to  Congress,  that  effectual 
measures  may  be  immediately  adopted  to  supply  the  Continental 
Magazines  here  with  that  article,  to  avoid  the  calamity  and  even 
horror  of  an  attack  by  a  formidable  enemy  upon  this  State,  un- 
supplied  with  Bread,  and  such  resources  at  the  distance  of  three 
hundred  miles  land  carriage.  Under  such  circumstances,  the  United 
States  will  be  deprived  of  the  arms  of  the  militia  of  this  and  the 
other  New  England  States  which  are  necessary,  and  under  other 
circumstances  so  ready  and  well  pointed,  aided  by  disciplined 
troops,  to  chastise  the  invaders  of  the  Rights  and  Liberties  of  the 
United  Independent  States  of  America.  Should  an  attack  on  this 
or  either  of  the  New  England  States  be  thought  improbable,  yet 
the  object  is  of  such  importance  that  common  prudence  will  di- 
rect to  guard  against  the  worst,  that  our  timely  precautions  may 
disappoint  the  enemy,  who  will  endeavour  to  improve  every  ad- 
vantage, and  we  escape  the  calamities  we  fear. 

The  importance  of  the  harbour  of  Boston  to  the  United  States 
and  their  illustrious  ally,  is  an  object  sufficient  to  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  the  enemy.  The  number  of  their  force  on  Rhode  Island, 
with  an  addition  on  the  east  end  of  Long  Island,  which  may  soon 
be  conjoined,  and  our  being  destitute  of  any  Continental  troops 
make  it  probable  our  enemy  meditate  a  descent  here.  Such  appear- 
ances necessarily  apply  to  the  feelings  of  this  Assembly,  and  urge 
us  to  call  on  Congress  for  some  proportion  of  the  Continental 
Army  to  co-operate  with  our  militia  in  the  defence  of  this  State. 
As  this  is  the  season  for  preparation,  we  depend  upon  the  united 
wisdom  of  these  States  in  Congress,  and  however  importunate  we 
are  on  these  matters,  shall  rest  assured  the  determination  thereof 
will  be  for  the  General  Good.

And  we 
flatter  ourselves  that  the  late  conduct  of  this  State  in  a  similar 
case  will  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  our  present  application.

To  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  auction  in  the 
Boston  Gazette  and  Independent  Chronicle  (and  whore  the  estates 
lay  in  the  County  of  Worcester  in  the  paper  printed  in  Worcester) 
and  also  by  posting  up  notifications  in  some  public  place  in  the 
town  where  such  estates  lay  and  in  three  of  the  next  adjoining 
towns,  fourteen  days  at  least  before  such  auction,  and  that  such 
estates  shall  be  leased  out  at  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next, 
and  that  for  one  year  only  from  that  time. 

Second.  The  Agents  or  Committees  shall  lease  out  said  estates 
in  such  convenient  farms,  lots  or  parcels,  as  they  with  the  advice 
of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  shall  judge  will  be  most  beneficial  to 
the  public  and  least  prejudicial  to  the  estate. 

Third.  The  said  Agents  or  Committees  shall  make  two  leases  to 
be  interchangeably  signed,  one  of  which  to  be  kept  by  such  Com- 
mittee or  Agent;  and  in  said  lease  shall  oblige  the  lessee  to  deliver 
up  the  estate  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  ending  the  first  of  April 
aforesaid,  in  as  good  tenantable  repair  both  buildings,  lands  and 
fences  as  he  found  them,  and  to  oblige  the  lessee  to  improve  the 
same  himself  and  not  to  lease  it  to  another  nor  to  take  in  more 
families  into  any  house  than  what  is  particularly  agreed  upon  and 
specified  in  the  lease,  taking  especial  care  that  the  wood  on  such 
estates  be  not  wasted  or  the  manure  carried  off. 

Fourth.  The  Agents  or  Committees  shall  every  year  after  the 
present  (in  case  said  estates  should  not  be  sold  by  order  of  the 
General  Assembly)  lease  out  said  estates  again  in  the  manner 
before  described,  saving  that  said  leases  shall  be  made  one  month 
at  least  before  the  expiration  of  the  last  term,  and  notice  shall  be 
given  of  such  auction  six  weeks  at  least  before  the  time  of  such 
auction  in  the  same  manner  as  is  above  described. 

Fifth.  The  Agents  or  Committees  shall  pay  all  the  monies  arising 
from  such  rents  unto  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  taking  duplicate 
receipts  therefor,  within  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  receiving  it, 
on  pain  of  forfeiting  one  per  cent  for  every  week  he  or  they  shall 
detain  the  same,  unless  some  reasonable  excuse  be  made  for  such 
detention;  saving  that  the  Agent  or  Committee  shall  detain  in  their 
hands  so  much  to  compensate  him  or  them  for  their  trouble  and 
expence  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  same 
County;  Judges  of  Probate  being  hereby  authorized  to  settle  and 
pass  the  accounts  of  Committees  exhibited  by  the  chairman  or  any 
one  member  thereof,  who  shall  be  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the 
Committee  to  settle  the  same,  and  such  Agents  or  Committees  shall 
immediately  lodge  in  the  Secretary's  office  a  copy  of  the  settlement 
so  made,  attested  by  the  Register,  together  with  the  Treasurer's  re- 
ceipt for  the  money  paid  to  him,  that  the  General  Assembly  may 
determine  and  act  thereon  as  they  may  think  proper. 

And  it  is  further 

Resolved  that  all  such  Agents  or  Committees  as  are  mentioned 
in  this  Resolve  be  and  hereby  are  impowered  and  directed  to  bring 
all  necessary  actions  for  any  strip  or  waste,  trespass  or  damage 
done  on  such  estates,  of  which  they  respectively  have  the  care, 
either  by  the  lessees  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  and  for  all 
rents  that  are  or  may  be  due,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if 
such  Agents  or  Committees  were  the  lawful  owners  thereof.

First,  whether  they  choose  at  this  time  to  have  a  new  Constitu- 
tion or  Form  of  Government  made. 

Secondly,  whether  they  will  impower  their  Representatives  for 
the  next  year  to  vote  for  the  calling  a  State  Convention  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  forming  a  new  Constitution;  provided  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  them,  on  examination,  that  a  major  part  of  the  people 
present  and  voting  at  the  meetings  called  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  have  answered  the  first  question  in  the 
affirmative.

and  to  see  that  they  are  well  equipped  with  a  good  Fire  Arm, 
Bayonet,  Cartouch  box,  Knapsack,  Canteen  and  Blanket,  and  to 
cause  them  to  march  immediately  to  the  said  Falmouth  to  serve, 
be  stationed,  paid  and  subsisted  as  is  provided  in  the  aforesaid 
Resolve. 

And  the  Selectmen  of  the  respective  towns  from  which  the  men 
may  be  detached,  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  forward 
sufficient  provisions  for  their  town's  quota  of  men  to  Jabez  Meigs, 
at  the  said  Falmouth,  who  was  by  said  Resolve  appointed  Com- 
missary for  the  men  to  be  stationed  there,  who  is  hereby  directed 
to  pay  the  Selectmen  a  reasonable  price  for  *he  same.

Resolved  that  any  soldier  so  detached,  who  shall  not  procure 
some  able  bodied  man  in  his  stead  to  the  acceptance  of  the  officer

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You  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear  that  there  is  not  to  your  knowl- 
edge among  the  money  by  you  tendered,  a  larger  aniount  of  the 
Bills  of  Credit  emitted  on  May  20,  1777,  or  April  11,  177S,  than 
were  by  you  actually  received  in  payment  of  the  taxes  com- 
mitted to  you  to  collect  of  the  tax  ordered  by  the  General  Court 
at  their  session  in  January,  1779.  So  help  you  God.

mander makes  upon  contingencies  when  they  happen.  Though 
Capt.  Williams  did  not  comply  with  the  letter,  separate  from  the 
natural  implication  of  such  orders,  yet  virtually  his  compliance 
was  as  strict  as  his  circumstances  would  admit  and  the  nature  of 
the  things  would  require.  And  though  your  Committee  are  pleased 
with  the  vigilance  of  the  Board  of  War,  yet  justice  to  Capt. 
Williams  obliges  us  to  say  that  he  has  reasonably  accounted  for 
his  literal  deviation  from  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  War,  in  every 
particular,  and  in  all  respects  during  his  arduous  cruise  his  con- 
duct has  been  that  of  a  sensible,  prudent  trustee  of  the  property 
of  this  State,  and  of  a  brave  and  resolute  sea  commander;  and  his 
spirited  conduct  merits  the  thanks  of  this  State  and  the  highest 
applause  from  every  friend  to  the  liberties  of  America.

The  Generjil  Assembly  have  had  under  their  consideration 
your  Letter  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  dated  at  Middle 
Brook,  the  twenty-fourth  of  March  hist,  and  they  have  directed 
me  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  this  State  will  at  all  times 
cheerfully  afford  every  assistance  in  their  power  by  drafts  from 
their   Militia,   as   they   have   frequently   done   during   the   present 
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contest  in   cooperation   with   the  United    States,  to   frustrate   the 
designs  of  their  Common  Enemy. 

And  that  they  apprehend  that  over  and  above  the  men  tlicy 
may  raise  for  filling  up  their  Quota  of  the  Continental  Army,  anil 
the  men  they  are  engaged  to  supply  for  the  defence  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  as  well  as  for  guarding  and  jjrotecting  the  Con- 
tinental stores  lodged  in  this  State,  there  could  he  drawn  from  the 
Militia  of  this  State  under  their  present  circumstances,  Two 
thousand  men,  rank  and  file,  hy  the  first  of  June,  for  three  or  four

Gentlemen, 

It  is  the  desire  of  this  State  that  you  make  immediate  applica- 
tion to  Congress  that  money  may  be  sent  as  soon  as  possible  to 
the  Loan  Office  of  this  State,  sufficient  to  redeem  at  least  Eight 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  Emissions  of  April  and  May, 
taken  out  of  circulation  by  Congress,  as  may  be  in  the  possession 
of  this  Government;  for  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  Resolve  has 
greatly  embarrassed  our  public  measures,  a  very  large  proportion 
of  those  Emissions  being  possessed  by  our  inhabitants  and  almost 
all  our  public  money  was  of  those  dates.  The  consequence  is  that 
we  are  obliged  to  forego  the  completion  of  many  important  prom- 
ises which  we  have  much  at  heart,  particularly  a  Gratuity  to  our 
soldiers,  which  but  for  this  Resolve  had  long  ago  been  discharged. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Hon'''''  M""  Holten  that  Congress  had 
voted  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  this  State.  Our 
finances  are  such  and  the  advances  already  made  and  daily  making 
for  the  Continent  so  great,  that  we  are  constrained  to  direct  you 
to  apply  to  Congress  for  a  much  larger  sum,  at  least,  with  the  sum 
already  granted,  to  make  up  Five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Any 
sum  you  may  obtain  you  are  earnestly  desired  to  send  forward  by 
the  bearer,  M'  Lowell,  who  is  appointed  for  that  purpose,  unless 
a  safer  conveyance  should  immediately  offer.  ^Ye  intreat  no  time 
may  be  lost  in  returning  him  as  we  hourly  suffer  for  want  of  the 
money. 

The  men  we  have  now  voted  to  fill  our  part  of  the  army  and  a 
regiment  for  the  defence  of  Rhode  Island,  we  are  determined  to 
raise  by  inlistment,  and  a  very  large  sum  is  wanted  for  their 
bounties,  which  we  cannot  seasonably  raise  without  the  assistance

Resolved  that  they  shall  be  supplied  with  slop  stores  in  camp  as 
other  Continental  soldiers  belonging  to  this  State,  and  their  fam- 
ilies, if  any  they  have,  shall  be  supplied  as  the  families  of  other 
Continental  soldiers  of  this  State,  and  their  Continental  pay  made 
good  to  them,  agreeable  to  a  Resolve  of  the  General  Court  passed 
the  6^  day  of  February  last;  and  that  neither  of  the  aforesaid 
bounties  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the  time  of  making 
good  such  pay  but  they  shall  be  considered  as  gratuities. 

And  the  several  Brigadiers  or  commanding  officer  of  the  Brigade 
shall  forthwith  issue  their  orders  to  the  officers  of  their  Brigades 
respectively,  requiring  them  to  inlist  men  according  to  these  Re- 
solves and  turn  them  over  to  the  recruiting  officers,  upon  which 
said  Militia  officers  shall  be  intitled  to  receive  Ten  dollars  for  every 
man  they  shall  so  inlist,  provided  they  shall  pass  muster;  and  said 
Brigadiers  or  commanding  officers  of  Brigades  shall  also  forthwith 
appoint  some  suitable  officer  or  officers  of  their  Brigades,  whose

ceipt, and  said  men  shall  be  annexed  to  such  regiments  and  com- 
panies in  the  Continental  Army  as  they  shall  choose,  till  said 
companies  and  regiments  are  compleated;  and  said  Brigadiers  shall 
make  return  of  their  doings  to  Council  once  in  fourteen  days,  and 
lay  their  accounts  of  time  and  expences  before  the  General  Court 
for  allowance  and  payment.

Resolved  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  pay  to 
each  man  so  inlisted  in  their  respective  towns  on  his  passing 
muster,  one  shilling  per  mile  as  mileage  and  for  transporting  his 
baggage  from  the  place  of  his  residence  to  Springfield  in  this  State 
by  the  nearest  route,  taking  receipts  for  the  same,  and  lay  their 
accounts  before  the  General  Court  for  allowance  and  payment, 
said  Town  of  Springfield  to  be  considered  as  ninety-seven  miles 
from  Boston;  the  said  Selectmen  to  be  allowed  interest  for  the 
money  they  shall  advance  or  borrow  for  the  above  purpose. 

Resolved  that  the  form  of  the  Inlistment  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. 

We  the  subscribers  do  severally  inlist  ourselves  as  soldiers  in  the 
fifteen  battalions  raised  by  this  State  to  serve  in  the  Continental 
Army  during  the  remainder  of  the  present  War;  and  we  do  sever- 
ally promise  to  march  and  join  the  Continental  Army  when  ordered,

from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  Officers  that  are  or  may  be 
appointed  over  us,  and  be  subject  to  such  Regulations  as  are  pro- 
vided for  the  Continental  Army.
